Your RadioShack Laser Pointer Module can 
be built into a laser pointer, leveler, or other 
laser device. It is great for experiment kits 
and science projects!

Use of controls, adjustments, or performance 
of procedures other than given in the owner’s 
manual may result in hazardous laser light 
exposure. 

This product is safe to use in normal opera- 
tions as described in these instructions. 
AVOID DIRECT EYE EXPOSURE. DO NOT 
LOOK DIRECTLY INTO THE LASER EMIT- 
TER. 

This laser module is FDA Class II certified 
according to CDRH standards. It complies 
with FDA21 CFR Chapter 1, Subchapter J. If 
you use this module inside any finished prod- 
ucts, you still need to register with the FDA. 

CONNECTIONS 

Connect the laser module’s red wire to a DC 
3V power source’s positive (- 1 -) wire and con- 
nect the module’s white wire to the power 
source’s negative (-) wire. 

Warning: Be sure to connect power with cor- 
rect polarity to avoid damage to the laser 
module or the power source. 

OPERATION 

To use the laser pointer, turn your device’s 
power on and point the laser beam at a tar- 
get.
